An ri whereas under the Act the council are authorised to maintain 
gasworks and supply gas and by section twenty-five of the Act it is 
enacted that the price to be charged by the council for gas supplied 
by them to persons who shall bum the same by meter shall not at 
any time exceed four shillings for every thousand feet : 15 

And whereas the council have applied to the Local Government 
Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “ the Local Government 
Board ”) for a Provisional Order altering and amending section twenty- 
five of the Act: 

And whereas after inquiry it appears to the Local Government 20 
Board expedient that the said section should be altered and amended 
in manner hereinafter appearing : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of 
the powers given to us by section 205 and section 214 of the Public
